The great success of the first annual

fine stock exhibition ol the North Missis-
sippi Stock Breeders' Association, on
the 9 b and 10th instant, is the theme
now on every tonguS. AVb'jn we con-
sider the fact iho association has been
organized only three or fi-i- r mounths,
and tbat prior tD .hat inie we bad no
organized effort in this direction, but
only here and there individual experi-
ment! in chaotic confusion, without sys-
tem or uniformity of purpose, the suc-
cess of the exhibition is something won-
derful. The association in its infancy
shows a spirit ot enterprise and push
that does it great credit and gives as-
surance ot rapid progress and splendid
triumphs in the near future. Much of
this success is due to the judicious and
untiring labors of Capt. U. M. Buchanan,
president, and Maj. Addisou Craft, sec-
retary of the association, and of Mai.
vVm. Strickland.

The association having as yet no fairgrounds, an admirable ring was formed by
planting posts and stretching a rope
around Court Square, leaving a space
about one hundred feet wide between
the iron railing inclosing the court-var- d

and the rope, wih space enough ou the
outside between the rope and the store-
houses for vehicles to pass and still leave
room for the large crowd of spectators
present. A preliminary exhibition of
nee horses and cattle passed around the
ring, merely to give a foretaste of what
was coming, add then the meeting ot the
association was formally opened with ap-
propriate ceremonies, the chief featur-- s

of which was the speech of Capt. Charles
B. Mitchell of Pontotoc, the orator of
the day.

I received y a bundle of newspa
pers, for which 1 am very much obliged.
Our mess subscribe for several newspa-
pers aiid magazines, but we get no
Washington paper, which to me is more
entertaining than all the others com
bined, isaturday was the birthday ot
the Kine of Portuiral. and we were re
quested to "dress ship" in honor of the
event, which we did by hoisting all of
our nags, signals, etc., and hringa salute
of twenty-on- e gnus at noon. Tbat night
the Grand Opera began with Mephistn- -

pMe. I did not think very much of it,
though probably my ear has not been
educated to a high enough pitch to ap-

preciate it. The orchestra consisted of
about seventy-fiv- e instruments. I liked
them much better than the singing,
which was nothing more than ordinary.
It would be a good Scheme, 1 think, ll
our American opera-house- s were built
on the same plan as those I have seen
over here, with immense lobbies for peo
ple to wnik in, cale attached, and laree
doors. Nearly every one wore evening

ress, and waiters were going around.
bassiiie classes of water to the ladies. I
noticed trat the gentlemen over here, as
n the Lnited States, insist upoa toing

out "to see a frund" or to "get a clove
betarecn the acts.

I do not pose
as a cnterion ot female loveliness, bu
when everv one el-- e ou the shin comes
to the same conclusion as myself I think
here is much truth in my statement.

The American Minister, Col. Lewis of
lonkers. . 1.. is very pleasant. He
cannot speak a word of Portuguese, bui
f peaks trench very well. tie is
going to bring his family out here
u a :ew weeks. lie told me

that bis life was a very lonely, and I
do not doubt it. The people don't enter
tain, they don't call on each other, and
in fact there seems to be little or none of
that which we call society. They rely
upon meeting each other at the opera or
durin? their drives. Probably the scar
cry ot pretty women makes the people
unsociable, or probably there is not
enough inducement for the men to visit
ot her people s houses when they can hnd
plenty of ueliness in their own. We leave
here next Thursday for Tangier, Moroc
co, a trip ot only three or tour days.

Tanger. Morocco, November Af.
ter a very plessjnt trip down tbe Coast
ot J'ortuj.'iil and across the Bay ot Cadiz
we dropped our anchor in the harbor ol
Tangier. Tanirier is one ot the oldest
towns in the world. It has a population
of about 10,000 people 0000 Jews and
the remainder Moors. The town is
almost exactly as it was IGoO years ago.
and the people are about the same too, I
think. When I landed at a little slip,
which has been built at the expense oi
the foreign consuls (formerly you bad to
be carried ashore on eihe back of

maoh I was almost pioked up
and carried oft by rival guides. A Jew
was nearly murdered bv a iMo'ir who was
too importunate in ottering his services
as a guide. It is useless to attempt to
shfke tnese people off, for even if you
tell thfm you won't pay them anything,
they will follow you around and insist
upoa showing you the eights. 1 be men
here wear fez caps and highly colo e .,

oose-httin- g garments; the trousers come
to the knee, and, usually, the legs are
bare. All of them wear a sort ot whi
overcoat, which oompletely hides the
rest ot their costume when pulled arour d
them. Ihe women commute to hide
their faces when they see a Christian, so
1 am unable to form an opinion oi
them. Some of the men are very fine
looking, but. the race has undoubtedlj
deteriorated siuce the conouest of Gre
nada.

It is a most
wonderful thing to n;c to see everything
so primitive aad uncivilized only a few
hours' ride from the shores of Europe,
where everything is so advanced, l can
imagine the early Christians being
chased through the narrow streets ot
Tane'cr. and respect them more than
ever did before tor holdinr to their laitti
when they had so much against them. A
C nristian (dog) is not allowed to enter
the moorish mosques and the Moors
themselves always take off their shoes
bo'ore entering. I he people seem to be
beve firmly in their religion. At sunset
a couple of priests get on top of the
Mosque aud sing out in loud tones to the
eilect that Uod is great, and jnahome
is his prophet," and invite tbe faith I ul
to prayer. During my trips ashore yes-
terday 1 began to joke with my uidc on
the Bubiect of Mahcinet. He did not
seem to understaud me. though he spoke
very good fja j;isD. so 1 concluded to h
the matter drop.

Arabic, Ennlish, Prench and Spanish
and I dou't believe he can write his
nanjo.

Interest at Lyons in hypnotie phenom
ena was excited by Verbeck, the well-know- n

conjurer, who showed in public
what could be done with many
persons when iu the condition of hyp-
notic catalepsy. Mr. Perrounet was im
pressed with the interence that diges
tion ws very powerful with such per-
sons. In May, 1883, he availed himself
f an opportunity for experimenting; he

was called to a girl of eighteen, who was
a uervous, wayward subject, and whom
be lound in a state ot muscular rigidity.

too o'ten in improper hands. This theory.
mutatis mutandis, applies to all cases
of rapport when one human spirit acts
upon another and is very suggestive iu
throwing light upon some of the

mysteries of our nature when-
ever we have exact physical and physiol-
ogical data from which to start. The
tact that a man is what he has been up
to date, coupled with the fact that
memory is a true reflcctiou of that state,
indicates-t- o us the line of thought to
which the above theory would lead
us, once we could satisfy ourselves
that that memory iemains au unit after
death, however conditioned. This con
viction each man must attain to by his
own efforts and is the work ot the fut
ure. Up to that the grouad is firm under
our feet, for physiology does not go back
or her words any more than other de
partnicnts of natural kuo 'edge.

This theory invites discussion.
